OT so a much a movie, more an 

That’s Steven 
Spielberg’s Jurassic Park which fresh 
from becoming far and away Britain’s 
most-successful ever release (topping 
Ghost, Crocodile Dundee, Robin Hood 
— Prince Of Thieves, Terminator 2: 
Judgement Day and ET), is set to 
launch its own £2 billion theme park at 
Universal Studios in Florida with 1996 
the planned opening date.

T’S time the White 
House had a breath of 
fresh air. But the man 
who looks uncannily 
like US President Bill 
Mitchell isn’t The Man at 
all, but his good-natured 
double from out-of-town. 

In the romantic comedy 
Dave, Kevin Kline stars as 
Dave Kovic, who just when 
he thought he’d completed 
a short stint as stand-in for 
the world’s most powerful 
leader suddenly seems to 
have landed the job for real.

Incidentally, little Ricci — “I have to 
spend about an hour in make-up as 
they make me look pretty sick” — has 
her own ideas why the first film was so 
successful.

On the road 
to trouble 


Newlyweds Christian Slater and Patricia 
Arquette go on the run — with 
police and gangsters on their tail 


IFE seems perfect for the 
young newlyweds. The 
weather’s fine, business is 
great and the future’s looking 
good. But looks can be deceptive. 
Especially when the script’s by Quentin 
(Reservoir Dogs) Tarantino, and 
director Tony (Top Gun) Scott adds his 
own beguiling visual style. 

Even the title, True Romance, has 
a sly, ironic ring to it. 

The lovers in question are 
Clarence and Alabama, played by 
Christian Slater and Patricia Arquette, 
but there’s nothing remotely 
straightforward about them or their 
whirlwind courtship. 

It's a relationship that begins with, 
if you'll pardon the expression, a 
bang, after which matters become 
gradually, though literally, much more 
explosive. | 

Shy Clarence’s life in Detroit was 
devoted to kung-fu movies. But that 
was before he met platinum-blonde 
Alabama, a sweet but hardly innocent 
woman who finds a kindred spirit in 
her crop-haired new partner. 

But love has its price. After 
committing a crime defending his 
woman's honour, Clarence and 
Alabama go on the run after 
inadvertently stealing a suitcase full of 
cocaine. 

Their road to Hollywood, where 
they plan to sell the stuff and start a 
nice new Californian life, is inevitably 
paved with problems. 

For hot on their trail are not only 
the cops, but also hoods and hit men 
all with their own ideas of how the 
ever-loving couple should pay for 
their misdemeanour. 


The one-two punch of Tarantino 
and Scott was instrumental in 
attracting one of the more remarkable 
“Supporting” casts of recent times. 

There’s Gary Oldman as a 
repulsive, Rasta-haired pimp; 
Oscar-winning Christopher Walken as 
a dapper and dangerous Detroit 
assassin; Dennis Hopper as 
Clarence’s estranged father; Brad Pitt 
as a Hollywood lowlife, and Val 
Kilmer as a ghostly “mentor” with, 
shall we say, rock ’n’ roll antecedents. 

Further down the credits, you'll also 
spot the familiar faces of Bronson 
Pinchot, Conchata Ferrell, Chris Penn 
and Tom Sizemore. 

Though a combination of love 
story, action piece and chase thriller, 
there is, to be sure, an underlying 
violence that’s become synonymous 
with Tarantino. 

The man himself answers this way: 
“Someone saying they don't like 


violence in their films is a bit like 
saying they don't like slapstick, music 
or drama. It’s just one of the many 
things that movies do. 


“When people complain about 
‘gratuitous’ violence, it’s a bit like 


doing a musical where you have six 
great songs and the last one is not so 
good. That’s the gratuitous song.” 


It's a dangerous world out there.

T 37, Mel Gib- 
son has respon- 
ded to almost 
every kind of 
screen acting challenge — 
from urban thrillers like 
Lethal Weapon to Shake- 
speare (Hamlet), from 
period dramas such as Gal- 
lipoli and The Bounty, to 
the sci-fi action of Mad 
Max. 

But until The Man 
Without A Face, Gibson 
hadn’t actually tested a 
long-held dream of becom- 
ing a director too. 

The right project would 
turn out to be an adapta- 
tion of Isabelle Holland’s 
novel about an unexpected 
but life-affirming friend- 
ship between two loners in 
small-town America. 

One, a reclusive adult, is 
haunted by his past, a man 
both physically and men- 
tally scarred, the object of 
local rumour and scorn. 

The other, a 12-year-old 
boy (newcomer Nick Stahl), 
is troubled by his future, an 
outsider — to his own fam- 
ily — living with a much- 
married and _ flirtatious 
mother (Margaret Whitton) 
and two resentful half- 
sisters. 

Here, indeed, was a rich- 
ly human drama on which 
Gibson could cut his 
director’s teeth. What was 
surprising, perhaps, was 
his decision to star in the 
film as well as direct. He 
knew the demands on him 
as both actor and director 
would be tremendous. 

They were made even 
more intense due to the 
three-hour make-up ses-

sions needed to transform 
the handsome Gibson into 
the tragically-scarred Jus- 
tin McLeod of the title. 

It took some time to get 
into stride, but as the 
production moved forward 
the director adapted: “It 
was like a three-ring cir- 
cus,” said Gibson. 

“Getting up at _ five 
o'clock in the morning to 
put the prosthetics on, 
going out and winding up 
shots and then actually 
being in it wasn't easy. But 


I’m not complaining. I like 
hard work.” 

Certainly one of the most 
difficult tasks was the chal- 
lenging process of making 
The Man Without A Face, a 
man with “the face”. This 
was down to make-up 
effects designer Greg Can- 


nom, who had previously 


worked with Gibson on 
Forever Young. 

What may have been 
hardest, though, was get- 
ting beyond the physical 
deformity, not only for Gib- 


son but for cast and crew 
members as well. 

Said Gibson: “It was 
interesting how people 
reacted when I put the 
make-up on. When they 
first saw it, it was. pretty 


horrible and frightening. 


But people were saying by 
the end of it that they really 
didn’t notice it any more.

Desperate for money to 
pay his union back dues, 
Van Damme, as seaman 
Chance Boudreaux, signs 
up to help a_ beautiful 
young out-of-town lawyer 
(Yancy Butler) look for her 


missing father. Surprise, 
surprise, the trail leads him 
straight into the midst of 
the murderous enterprise. 

For Van Damme — the 
actor often dubbed “The 
Muscles from Brussels” — 
who must have encount- 
ered just about every kind 
of trick and violent twist 
while making movies from 
Bloodsport to Universal 
Soldier, Hard Target has 
still managed to come up 
with several firsts. 

Like a spectacular piece 
of gunplay in which by 
holding a semi-automatic 
pistol upside down and 
fanning the trigger with an 
index finger, he could 
produce a spray of bullets 
which sounded remarkab- 
ly like machine gun fire. 

Or the action-packed 
collaboration of a Euro- 
pean actor and an Asian 
director. 

“That's why I love 
America,” says Van 
Damme. “Anything’s pos- 
sible.”

y/ | O matter how big the gun 
sounds were,” laughed 
armourer Rock Gallotti, “John 
always wanted them bigger.” 

Woo may have been a first-timer on 
the Hollywood front but he swiftly 
captured the respect of his American 
collaborators. 

For example, according to editor 
Bob Murawski, “a lot of directors just 
shoot and shoot, almost at random, 
and then there’s this mass of footage 
that we have to hack and carve into a 
scene. 

“With John, | was never in doubt 
about what he intended. One of his 
scenes had 357 cuts in it — and every 
one of them was in his head before he 
started shooting! His footage just 
melts together.” 

The action in Hard Target includes 
at least one spectacular driving stunt 
involving a head-on encounter 
between a motorcycle and a jeep, 
which, according to stunt coordinator 
Billy Burton, had never been 
attempted before. 

Acentral concern for both Woo and 
Van Damme was authenticity. For that 
reason, screenwriter Chuck Pfarrer 
and Mark Stefanich, Van Damme’s 
stunt double, were drafted for extra 
duty. 

Having served as Navy SEALS 
together, Pfarrer and Stefanich 
tutored several actors in proper 
techniques for stalking human beings. 

As aSEAL, for example, Stefanich 
perfected a trick called “flying reload” 
for slamming new magazines into 
automatic pistols at a dead run or 
even while leaping through the air. 

These skills allowed the actors in 
Hard Target to maintain a breakneck 
pace without violating credibility at 
every turn. Says Pfarrer: “This is one 
movie where you'll never have to ask 
yourself, ‘Just how many bullets does 
that gun hold, anyway?’ ” |

Terrible twin 
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James Cameron-Wilson on the — true 
story that inspired a Stephen King shocker 


RE you afraid 
of the dark? 
For years best- 
selling writer 
Stephen King has provided 
the best possible reasons. 

Like many of his other 
best-selling shockers, The 
Dark Half was inspired by 
a true story. When a Ger- 
man man _ reported a 
tumour on his back, his 
doctors discovered a 
foetus. | 

It transpired the man 
had been an embryonic 
twin and, while still in the 
womb, his brother had 
been absorbed into the 
other’s system. Then, 
decades later, “something” 
triggered the foetus to start 
growing again. 

Whether you believe the 
report or not (the tabloids 
hailed the German as the 
first “pregnant” man!), it 
makes a suitably chilling 
premise for a Stephen King 
thriller. 

In The Dark Half, we are 
told that one in ten people 
start out as a twin. How- 
ever, many of our siblings 
never see the light of day.

respected university lec- 
turer and writer. But there 
is more to him than meets 
the eye. 

A married man with 
twins of his own, Thad lives 
in comparative luxury and 
hides a_ guilty secret. 
Unbeknown to his readers, 
he is author of four 
disreputable best-sellers, 
penned under the pseudo- 
nym of George Stark. 

However, when __ the 
secret threatens to come 
out, Thad decides to “kill 
off George. Meanwhile 


George, Thad’s “dark half”, 


has taken on _ horrific 
powers of his own...
